To preface - I'm disappointed, but I'm unsure if I should be disappointed or if I just have unrealistic expectations. I don't have very 
much gear and decided to really push ALL-IN on a pedalboard. I know it's really a lot of money (and maybe dumb to buy 
something worth so much), but I rarely procure guitar gear and really wanted something very nice. For $1,000 (for a pedalboard), 
I really expect attention to detail, but I feel like I got a bit short-changed in more ways than one. 

I should also preface to say that every time I've reached out to contact with this company and spoke to anyone, I received a great 
attitude, great passion, and was talked to very courteously. The company is obviously very busy. I'm not out to bad-mouth the 
great hard-workers they have, so I'll refrain from pointing out the company name for the time being. I know what it's like to run a 
small business, and it's no walk in the park especially with so much volume. I understand that. 

My question is: between the service and the delivered product, what do you think? Should I be disappointed? Or are 
my expectations too high? Should I mention my dissatisfaction to the workshop? Or accept the product I was fairly 
sold? 


The ordering process and build: 

In January 2014, I placed my original order with this company and was originally told that it would take 4-6 weeks. The order was 
for a hardwood cocobolo pedalboard with black tweed case with two input jacks, two output jacks, and one XLR jack. The owner of 
the company offered to throw in metal handles on the surface of the board, as well as free shipping (I assume since it's a relatively 
expensive order). Due to the company being very as well as shortage of supplies, orders were announced to be pushed back an 
additional 1-2 weeks. 

In March 2014, I asked if the board had been started since I wanted to change several details in my order. I was told that it hadn't 
been started and that I could change details to the order. I changed the type of wood request (to cocobolo without any sapwood) 
and the positioning of the power supply (to the right side of the board instead of the left). 

In April 2014, I was told that my board will be started during the week, and that I'll submit my next 50% payment. It was 
explained that once my board is started, it'll take about a week to complete. However, it was said that cocobolo takes extra time to 
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dry because of the nature of the wood. 


As I've been told that my board was being built, I wait. ..and wait. ..I wasn't sure why I hadn't received the board by this point since 
I was kindly asked to submit my payment since the build was being started. By this point, I've asked the company a few times 
about order updates and such, so I decided to try to avoid bombarding the team with more emails (and more work answering 
them). 

In August 2014 I went on vacation and came back this month in September to see that I had two FedEx post-its pasted on my door 
for two attempted shipping attempts to my house. I made a FedEx account and held the package at my FedEx location. I got my 
board today 9/9/14. I was a little irritated that I didn't receive any email or communication to say that they were shipping the 
board (since the shipping was a bit out of the blue). I am glad that I did get the shipment though, so no big deal. 


The pedalboard quality: 

Now to the meat of the topic. On the surface, the board is beautiful, (the nice pictures are at the end of the post) On the outside, 
the work seems cleanly done. The case is great. It's a fantastic idea and concept for how a pedalboard should be stored and used. 
However under closer examination, there are really a lot of things happening with this board that I'm really not very happy with. 
I'm not a woodworker, but I feel like a lot of this looks a bit sloppy and can be avoided with some common sense sort of thinking 
(not assembling everything when glue is drying, using templates to drill holes, putting another piece of wood behind the wood 
you're routing/screwing to avoid splintering, really looking at the finished product before you send it to the customer for QC, etc.) 

This one is a biggie for me because it has to do with the functionality of the board. The front feet of the board do not touch the 
ground because of the metal hinges. I know that this isn't how it's supposed to be, and I suspect it's because the bottom of the 
board should have been built a bit lower, and that the exposed wooden portion is pointing the fastened hinges at an angle toward 
the ground.

I also notice that the side of the board with a higher "lift" also has a hinge that was bent out of shape. I don't think this could have 
been through shipping because of how the board is put together. Here's the bent hinge compared to the un-bent one. Both still 
touch the ground and prevent the feet from touching the ground. I used post-its to show the amount of space between the feet and 
the floor.

One of the first things I noticed was that the power supply was on the wrong side from the last conversation I had with the shop. I 
did change my order so I understand how the mistake can be made. Now that it's like this, I actually am okay with it because it 
serves the functionality of all of my lines out going to the same place.

I can tell that the bottom of the board was laid on when the glue wasn't done drying yet.

Looking at the electronics, the routing and screws are all splintered on the inside. I always thought that this could be avoided with 

certain techniques, but maybe I'm wrong.

Lastly, the tweed on the bottom of the pedalboard has some air folds in a couple places near the hinges. I wouldn't mind if it 
developed imperfections after I had it for a while, but I just received the board today.

Here are the nice shots of the pedalboard (sorry for the lighting). The outer case is really great, and there are many 
parts of the pedalboard that show great craftsmanship. Albeit the things I brought up are internal and superficial 
besides the "front feet/' but I don't know why the insides are so out of whack from a perspective of clean 
woodworking. I just would have expected more out such a pricey piece of craftsmanship:

Not to either defend or demerit the company, but their general track record seems to be pretty clean. I haven't heard many 
complaints online other than the price, really. I really know nothing more than that about their customer track record though. I just 
wouldn't think they'd be dealing with some of the people in the industry they're dealing with if they're consistently like this across 
the board. I know that they may give preference to certain artists/companies in how they schedule the outflow (they need to 
maintain relationships, after all for being a home-built company), but I sure as heck hope they put as much thought and time into 
consumer boards as they do company boards at guitar conventions and otherwise. 

To note, I don't know if too many of their clients disassemble the bottom "floor" of their boards. Some of those shoddy innards that 
I took pictures of (glue, crooked screws, things sticking together that shouldn't be sticking together) were from unscrewing the 
bottom floor of the pedalboard - something most clients may or may not really care about or ever do. However, I do need to 
resonate that I would expect everything to be squeaky clean, even if the customer doesn't readily see it. The things about the 
hinges propping the board from the floor though, that is undeniably there the second I brought it home, and I sure doubt it was a 
result of shipping. 

I just see it like brushing only the front side of your teeth every day. Beautiful when you smile, but in actuality you have some 
gnarly tooth decay and fundamental problems that will get worse. The whole mouth is important - not just what people see. That's 
sort of how I look at my personal profession (not dentistry, mind you).
